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Flax Seed Production 


The Colonial Secretary] has requested 
that publicity be given to the fact: ap 
arrangement has now been made with the 
Wayland Company of Winnipeg, to carry 
out the British Government’s programme 
for flax seed cultivation in Canada.”

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Fair Sailors 


In Many Foreign Countries Women 
are Employed as Sailors 


If a daughter of Britain were to 
take it into her head that a sailor she 
would be, and sign on as an A.B, 
the occurrence would doubtless give 
rise to considérable, comment and 
no little surprise. 

In many foreign countrics,  how- 
ever, the habit of shipping as a sailor 
is quite popular ainong the fair sex. 

Before the outbreak. of the war it 
was computed that altogether there 
were some three thousand women 
earning their living in this fashion 
along the wild Breton coast, They 
must each and évery one of them ob- 
tain official permission before” taking 
up their hazardous. and laborious 
calling; but this once obtained, they 
rank, as regards wages and work, ¢X- 


actly as do the other members of 
the crew. However ambitious a 
Breton may be ghe can never aspire 


to the coveted position. of 
for it is forbidden by law. : 

At Yokohama crews of women are 
kept by most of the natives boarding 
house masters, in readiness to ship 
on any tramp coasting steamer that 
may be in want of hands. They do 
not go aloft, but for all the other 
work of a steamship, even that ot 
stoking and trimming, they are said 
to be excellent, 

In their spare time on shore they| 
frequently take on a coaling »con- 
tract, at which laborious occupation, : 
strange though it may seem, they 
are rather superior than inferior to 
men. Indeed, until quite recently, 
the world’s record for coating an 
iron clad was held by a gang of Jap- 
anese “sea-women,” all of w hom | 
were of small stature and under 21 
years of age. 

Of course, there are any number 
of instances on record of women 
sailing into~ports singlehanded wifen 
compelled’ thereto by exceptional 
circumstances. : 

All the girls who live on Rhodes 
Island <r¢ skilful mariners and are, 
in addition, excellent divers. They 
are bound to be if they aspire to the 
dignity of wifthood, for they are not 
allowed to marry until they have 
been on at least three voyages and 
have brought up a specified number 
of sponges, each taken from a cer- 
tain depth.

Many thousands oi 
seamen haye in this way lost their 
lives. With cunning determination 
to make it impossible for England 
to provide crews for her merchant- 
men, the Hun has shown the utmost 
deviltry toward seamen who have 
taken to the boats when their ships 
have been torpedoed, It is a com- 
mon practice to fire upon the men in 
oper boats. Others have been sub- 
jected to the horror of being placed 
on the decks of a subniarine which 
has been submerged, leaving them 
to struggle unaided.in the water. All 
this has been a part of the policy of 
“frightfulness,” enunciated early in 
the war with the purpose, so the 
German military staff said, of ending 


this policy, so far as deterring Brit- 
ons from going to sea? The result 
has been absolutely nil. And herein 
is contained perhaps the most heroic 
example of the unflinching character 
of the British people. When one 
pauses to consider the nature of a 
race that is undaunted in the face of 
the sinking of more than twelve hun- 
dred merchant ships in a single year 
in the most ruthless and cruel ways 
that suggest themselves to a barbar- 
ian-enemy, it must be confessed that 
the thing is almost unbelievable. 


Our pride of race could have no bet- | 


ter foundation than exists in this 
fact—a fact about which little is said 
or thought for the moment. Indeed, 
the British nation appears to accept 
the dauntless spirit of their seagoing 


folk as a matter of course. The 
hardy fishermen who with their

has been familiar to shipbuilders 


since the ntiddle of the last century, 
It is, however, the phenomena. con- 
nected with the war that gave iron- 
concrete the first place as shipbuild- 
ing material. There is no ddubt 
that, on account of the scarcity of 
other materials, in all countries, the 
future of iron-concrete is very great. 

“Compared to iron and wooden 
ships those made of iron-concrete 
have the following advantages; 

“1. Less time for construction, as 
the joining of the single parts is very 
simple, and the creation of the ma- 
terials will not take much time. 

“2. There will be less consumption 
of costly raw materials like iron, 
wood, paint, etc. 

“3. Less labor will be needed, es- 
pecially skilled labor, as the work is 
much simpler, 

“4. The expenses of construction 
will be lower, as the raw materials 
will be cheaper and less wages will 
be paid. 

“In addition, the iron-concrete ship 
will last longer than the wooden or 
iron ship.” 

The article concludes with the re- 
mark that “both im America and in 
Germany some of the leading firms 
are engaged on the task of giving to 
iron-concrete the place in ship con- 
struction which it ought to hold.”

Cheese is an excellent substitute 
for beef. Authorities say ‘that pound 
for pound it fs practically double 
beef in nutritive value.. Then why 
sour milk 
and save on the meat bill. 

There are a number of soft cheeses 
which can be made from left over 
skimmilk, but ‘cottage cheese is one 
of the most common and easy to 
make. Along in the afternoon raise 
the temperature of the milk to be- 
ween’70 and 75 degrees. Add to-each 
ten pounds of skimmilk, a couple of 
tablespoonsful of fresh sour butter- 
milk; skimmilk or clabbered whole 
milk. Put four drops of rennet, 
which can be obtained at almost any 
drug store, in a small amount of cold 
water and stir in well. Cover the 
can or vessel containing the milk so 
as to keep as uniform a temperature 
as possible and leave if over night. 
In the morning it will be a soft curd. 
Dip it on to a cheese cloth and hang 
it up until well drained. Salt to 
taste and it is ready for use.

a man’s mind ‘must be set in reverse 
if he is to be successfully remade 
in a civilian. To this end the “King’s 
Rules and Orders” are reduced to 
the lowest minimum consistent with 
the welfare of the man and the good 
order of the institutions, 


The military convalescent hospi- 
tals are subservient to the Anan him- 
self, The esprit de corps is splendid 
and the men are encouraged to look 
upon themselves as citizens. The 
breach which may never be spanned 
between the officer and the man in 
the ranks in active service is bridged 
by confidence in the hospitals, a con- 
fidence born of heart to heart talks 
in which the man is made to feel 
that the officer is representative of a 
civilian government~ interested in 
him as a citizen, and anxious to see 
him successfully restored. 

Evidence of the commission’s de- 
sire to help the man regain his nor- 
mal attitude toward life is evident in’ 
every phase of its work. The relent- 
less training away from independent 
action during the long months and 
years of military service must be 
broken down, and the man urged to 
exert his initiative. To this end 
every facility for popular games has 


been provided in the hospitals, and 
recreation halls fitted for dramatic 
entertainments and musical pro- 


grams built, It is a common sight 

to see the officers and men playing ee 
with and against cach other in 
sports. 


Through these agencics the men 


iare encouraged to exercise their tal- 


ents, and the zest of competition 
sharpens the dulled sense of individ- 
uality during convalescence. Voca- 
tional training rooms cultivate the, 
same tendeneies, and while the man- 
ual work is looked upon by the med- 
ical -officers as primarily curative ex- 
ercuise, it is none the less important 
for its psychological effect. 

Undirected, \the interest of differ- 
ent patriotic clubs in the hospitals 
resulted in an unequal distribution of 
favors, .and often ill considered gifts. 
To co-ordinate the efforts of the or- , 
ganizations who desire to help in the 
“humanizing” of ‘the convalescent 
has ‘estab- 
lished soldiers’ comfort branches in 
the most populous units of the com- 
mand through whose administration 
the ‘generosity of the citizens who 
desire to do something for the  re- 
turned men is directed into the best 
channels. —~ 

These committees have learned the 
needs and desires of the men and 
convalescent homes, and requests for 
suggestions coming from organiza~ 
tions which desire to help make the 
lives of the men brighter during 
their convalescence are met with an 
exact knowledge of the gifts which 
would be most welcome. In_ this 
way economy in effort has been ef- 
fected and the maximum of pleasure 
attained for the men. “All members 
of the comforts committees are vol- 
unteer workers, } 

As the result of their work, cheery 
chintz curtains have been hung, flow- 
ers have filled) ‘the wards; cards 
games, cushions, smokes, candy, 
fruit, billiard tables, reading lamps, 
socks, surgical dressings and Red 
Cross materials, entertainments, pic- 
nics, motor parties, dances, and hun- 
dreds of individual desires have been 
realized withou. cost to the govern- 
ment. 

The commission in_ its -. earliest 
days made provision for the. pur- 
chase of moving picture machines to 
be established in the convalescent 
hospitals. In many instances there 
are two machines, one to operate in 
the big recreation room or theatre 
ink a second smaller one for use in 
the wards where bed patients are 
confined, The commission has made , 
arrangements with the various film 
organizations to supply a> certain 
number of films per week to the in- 
stitutions. — 

Lecture courses have been. arrang- 
ed in many. of the hospitals during 
the winter months in which some of 
the madst-prominent business meu, 
educators, and Ié@cturers are appear- 
ing. This widens the horizon of the 
man, and in turn brings the returned 
soldier before other public meet- 
ings at later dates when the lecturer, 
qualified by his inspection of the 
hospitals which he visited, and im- 
pelled by the interest close contact 
with the men_inspired, tells of the 
work of the commission. and the 
problem of rehabilitation.

Jo Conserve Feedstuffs 


Prohibit Feeding of Livestock Im- 
‘mediately Preceding Slaughter: 


By order in council, upon the re- 
commendation of the ministers of 
agriculture-and the advice of. the 

anada food board, regulafions cov- 
ering the feeding of livestock in 
stock yards have been promulgated, 
taking effect at once. 

Under these regulations the feed- 
ing of livestock in stock yards with- 
in eight hours immediately preceding 
slaughter is prohibited. No wheat 
of any grade shall be used for feed- 
ing livestock in stock yards. No 
barley. above grade No, 3 and no 
oats above grade extra No. 1 feed, 

“shall be used for feeding livestock in 
stock yards. ‘The waste of grain in 
“stock yards due to carelessness or 
erfeeding, is prohibited, and a copy 
f the regulatjons is to be posted in 
every stock yard in the place where 
feed is issued or sold. 

Regulations covering the feeding 
of grain to poultry are also contain- 
ed in the order, No person shall sell 
or purchase wheat fit for milling 
purposes for the feeding of poultry, 
except where wheat has been grown 
with other grains and cannot be 
separated economically, the said mix- 
ture not to contain more than 25 per 
cent. of wheat. No person shall, with- 
out a written permit from the Cana- 
da food board, use wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, India corn, buckwheat or 
peas for the purpose of feeding or 
decoying migratory wild. fowl.

Any person violating any of the 
provisions of these regulations, or 
obstructing their enforcement, is 


made liable “to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $200 and not less than $25; 
to imprisonment for a. period not ex- 
ceeding three months, or to both 
fine aud imprisonment.” Where pro- 


ceedings in stich cases in which a) 


fine is imposed are instituted by any 
municipality, the fine shall be paid to 
the treasurer of such municipality, 
Where instituted at the instance of 
any provincial officer, the fine is to 
be paid to the provincial treasurer.

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No More War Material Now Leav- 
ing the Country for Russia 


The news item which described 
the purchase by the Canadian. gov- 
ernment of 357 miles of rails, origin- 
ally intendedsfor Russia, for use in 
the betterment of Canadian railways, 
draws attention to one compensa- 


tion for. thé‘ military loss to the 
Democratic Alliance from  Russia’s 
ineptitude.. 

Sinee the outbreak of the war one 
of the chief preoccupations of the 


entente allies was to send to Rus- 
sia the materials and  cquipment 
necded to make the millions of po- 
tential soldicrs embraced in the Rus- 
Sian population into actual fighting 
units. ot only the field 
of the armies, but also railway loco- 
motives, steel rails, motor lorries, 
and innumerable other 
required to mobilize the full military 
and €conomic§ strength Russia, 
were despatclied by the allies 
Archangel or: Vladivostock. A 
fleet of ships was detached

poses of the alliance to carry these 
variéd war stores across the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific oceans. 

Against the “defection of Russia 


from the fighting ranks of the allies

mans. It. is, of course, impossible to 
recover most of what has been sunk 
in the Russian pit, but it is at least 
satisfactory to know that in future 
no such loss as has persisted since 
the earliest months of the war will 
be experienced. 

What is recognizable as 
benefit to the movement of the food 
supplies of the allies over Canadian 
railways, made efficient by steel that 
weuld have. gone to Russia, is equal- 
ly beneficial, if less easily discern- 
ible, in many departments of 
war industry—Manitoba Free Press.

‘Lord Robert Cecil Outlines Teutonic 
Accomplishments in East 


Pointing out the seriousness of the 
German menace in Siberia and in 
Southern, Asia, urging Japanese’ in- 
tervention, and insisting that the 
German people afford no hope of 
rising against their imperialistic mas- 
ters, Lord Robert Cecil, minister of 
blockade; pointed out in a statement 
to the Associated Press what had al- 
ready been accomplished by the Ger- 
mans in the east. Spreading a large 
map on the table, Lord Robert said: 

“Look at what Germany has al- 
ready done toward a. scheme of 
world conquest. On the north she 
has taken rich Baltic provinces, over 
Which she purposes to install a Ger- 
man prince. She sent troops to Fin- 
land and concluded an agreement 
which puts the whole foreign policy 
of Finland at ler disposal. These 
steps.in the north have ~ practically 
cut off Russia from access to the

“Looking further south, we find 
that Germany is in the course of oc- 
cupying Odessa, the greatest Black 
Sea port, and that she has insisted 
that Russia cede to Turkey all ports 
at the east end of the Black Sea, Her 
evidertt design is to substitute for 
the Berlin to Bagdad railroad, a, new 
avenue to the east by trans-Caucasia 
and northern Persia. In the execu- 
tlon of this design Germany, more- 
over, has had, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, the assistance and co-opera- 
tion of the Bolsheviki.

Politeness to Order 


This War Is Getting the Edge on 
the People of Germany 


The Prussian minister of war re- 
cently. issued a special decree to all 
officials under his jurisdiction bid- 
ding them be polite in their dealings 
with the public. He addressed them 
in these terms: - 

“Every individual has his load to 
bear in war time, and no one should 
unnecessarily increase the weight of 
this burden. This is done, however, 
when officials in their intercourse 
with the public do not give the, re- 
quired information quickly. and po- 
litely, but make it an occasion for 
the promotion of dissensions and 
misunderstandings. He who acts thus 
injures the Fatherland and shows 
himself incapable of his task. Life is 
hard enough these days, and if 
after receiving. this warning anyone 
continues by his behavior to ' make 
it harder still for his fellow men, he 
will net be suffered to retain his po- 
Sition.” 

The minister of posts and. tele- 
graphs has followed suit, impressing 
on postal officials so to behave to 
the public as not to give them just 
ground for complaint, All complaints 
he. warns them, will be theroughly 
investigated into, and action taken 
where necessary.
